Emerson  professor  writes  about  women  in  media

Although  they  have  never  met. 
Donna  HaJper  will  not  forget  Eunice 
Randall. 

Halper.  a journalism  and  visual 
and  media  arts  professor,  came 
across  Randalls  history  while  search- 
ing articles  catalogued  on  reels  of 
unindexed  microfilm.  Halper  was 
hoping  to  find  a woman  who.  like 
herself,  was  a pioneer  in  radio. 

While  she  spotted  the  names  of 
women  who  hosted  cooking  shows 
or  sang.  Randall  was  the  first  she 
found  who  was  noted  as  an  engi- 
neer. 

“1  found  this  article  about  a radio 
station  that  I had  never  heard  of, 
called  WGI.  and  it  turns  out  it 
was  the  first  radio  station  on  the 
air  in  Massachusetts  in  1920."  said 
Halper. 

"WBZ  said  they  were  first,  but 
they  were  not.  Not  only  did  I find  a 
radio  station  1 had  never  heard  of. 
but  working  there  was  Eunice,  as  a 
woman  engineer." 

Halper’s  quest  for  uncovering  the 
forgotten  history  of  women  in  radio 
history  began  five  years  ago.  while 
teaching  introduction  to  mass  com- 
munication at  Emerson.

With  a too-close- 
to-call  election 
throughout  much 
of  the  nation, 
Florida  becomes  the 
key  state  in  deciding

votes  to  win. 

November  8:  At  2:l5  a.m.,  results  from 
Florida  begin  to  suggest  George  Bush 
carries  the  battleground  state.  Gore  con- 
cedes the  election  to  Bush,  thinking  Bush 
has  at  least  a 50,000  vote  lead.  Forty-five 
minutes  later.  Gore  gets  word 
Bush’s  lead  has  shrunk  to  only 
a few  thousand  votes,  and 
retracts  his  concession. 

Due  to  the  closeness  of  the 
election,  the  focus  turns  to 
questionable  ballots  and  fair 
voting  practices.

Both  I'irostoni'  and  Ford  suffered 
major  blows  after  Firestone,  a unit 
of  Japan’s  Bridgestone  Corp.,  was 
forced  to  recall  six  and  a half 
million  15-inch  ATX,  ATX  II 
and  W ilderness  tires,  most  of 
which  were  mounted  on  Ford 
Explorers.  The  faulty  tires  sepa- 
rated from  their  treads,  causing 
major  accidents,  personal  injur\- 
and  more  than  100  deaths.  The 
recall  is  one  of  the  largest  in 
U.S.  histort'. 

The  Army  tested  the  ( Tiisader,  a 
faster,  bigger  mobile  howitzer 
intended  to  replace  the  Paladin.  The 
$23  million  sv'stem  can  travel  up 
to  29  miles  per  hour,  with  a shell 
distance  of  25  miles.  It  can  also  fire 
a series  of  100-lb.  shells  in  rapid 
succession  at  different  trajectories  so 
that  the  shells  all  land  in  their  target 
zone  at  the  same  time. 

A statue  of  wheelchair-bound

Stricken  with  polio  at  age 
39,  which  caused  him  to 
lose  the  use  of  his  legs, 
Roosevelt  kept  his 
handicap  a secret  for 
political  reasons.  The 
National  Organization 
on  Disability  fought 
for  six  years  to  get  a 
statue  that  showed 
the  President  as  he 
lived. 


Unusually  cold  temperatures  and  the 
lights  of  the  holiday  season  put  a 
crunch  on  the  ( ililornia  utilit\  nur- 
ket.  Exorbitant  electricity  prices  cou- 
pled with  the  threat  of  rolling  black- 
outs angered  consumers  who  were 
urged  to  conser\’e  power,  and  even 
take  down  holiday  lights.  Despite  a 
cap  on  the  state’s  utility  rates,  the 
California  Public  Utilities 
Commission  approved  a 26 
percent  rate  increase  to  help 
the  two  largest  utility  com- 
panies out  of  $9  billion 
dollars  of  debt.  Blackouts 
throughout  the  area  caused 
local  merchants  to  suffer  and 
lose  revenue. 


Six  and  a half  million  acres  burned  in 
vtildliiv-  that  raged  across  12  west- 
ern states  throughout  the  summer, 
including  Montana,  Idaho,
